International at Indianapolis. Sheffer was on the scene 
from late Wednesday until the siege ended Thursday 
night. 
He said authorities put the monitoring equipment on 
him and George Urgo. Kiritsis' halfbrother, who both 
spent hours in conversation with Kiritsis. 
The most trying time was Wednesday afternoon and 
night. Sheffer said, when 
Kiritsis sought 
continual 
assurance that he or Urgo was present, fearing that 
silence would mean evacuation followed bv a rush to 
capture him 
Sheffer said he felt that authorities' lies to Kiritsis 
about immunity were an injustice, although “ I'm not 
really sure that letting Tony go completely free at the 
time was the best thing to do. I think they probably 
should have put him in jail for a couple of weeks 
anyhow. Maybe someone would have tried to kill him 
"To be honest with you, if he comes out on the real 
short end of it. they better never let him out — ever,” 
he said. 
The 
authorities 
have 
only 
compounded 
Kiritsis’ 
resentment, Sheffer said.

A Human Problem - 
Deteriorating Highways 


If you think bumpy, p o t­ 
h o led r o a d s, d e te r io r a tin g 
bridges and poorly m aintained 
highways are headaches m ain­ 
ly for the state or county road 
authorities, think again. T he 
Highway 
Users 
Federation 
says bad transportation m ay 
be the cause o f more personal 
problems for you and you r 
neighbors than you realize. 
Last year, a 70-year old 
bridge 
collapsed 
near 
the 
town o f Vulcan, West V ir­ 
ginia. N either West Virginia 
nor K entucky would repair 
the bridge. After it fell, the 
5 00 
residents 
of the area 
had to resort to a narrow, 
bumpy, 
unpaved 
tw o-m ile 
stretch o f right-of-way along 
a railroad track. The railroad 
wisely prohibited school buses 
and com m ercial vehicles from 
using it. 
The bus ban forced teen ­ 
agers to drop out of school 
for 
lack 
o f transportation. 
Miners w ho formerly used the 
bridge repeatedly missed work 
and som e lost their jobs. 
The path was often b lock ­ 
ed by trains on intersecting 
tracks. A young mother died 
because she was unable to 
get to the hospital when the 
round ab ou t route was b lock ­ 
ed by trains. 
These 
are 
not 
highw ay 
problems, 
they 
are 
hum an 
problems. And they are n ot 
new. 
The H ighway Users Feder­ 
ation, a national, nonprofit 
organization promoting traffic 
safety and improved highway 
transportation efficiency, says 
it is no accident that the first 
exper m enters with m otor ve­ 
hicles as a tool of their p ro­ 
fession were country doctors, 
who m easured their values in 
terms o f tim e. Minutes could 
mean the difference betw een 
life and death. In the days o f 


the Model T, the country d oc­ 
tor 
becam e 
an 
important 
force behind the m ovement 
for better roads. 
For the last 60 years or 
so, Americans have assumed 
that highway transportation 
was getting better every year. 
But Peter G. K oltnow, presi­ 
dent of the Federation, says: 
“ For the last few years, high­ 
way transportation has been 
entering a period of neglect 
which could lead it to b e­ 
com e the ‘Penn Central’ o f 
the next generation.” 


He cites 
federal govern­ 
ment figures which show the 
nation’s roads to be deteriora­ 
ting 50 percent faster than 
they are being rebuilt. Even 
the 
m uch-touted 
Interstate 
System is in 
trouble, with 
nearly 5,000 m iles built be­ 
fore funding o f the system 
was even authorized. Many 
older sections o f Interstate 
are not up to modern stand­ 
ards of safety and capacity, 
Koltnow says. 
K oltnow, like many high­ 
way transportation advocates, 
is not calling for new build­ 


ing schemes, but simply a 
holding action on what we 
now have. He says a “bare 
bones program (no progress in 
m eeting backlog needs and 
accepting som e substandard 
roads) takes about $135 a per­ 
so n .” But the annual highway 
expenditure is about $126 a 
person, an obvious shortfall. 
Inflation has eaten into the 
highway dollar, with highway 
construction 
costs doubling 
in the last ten years. These 
costs have hurt resurfacing and 
rehabilitation plans In terms 
o f highway expenditures in 
constant 
1965 
dollars 
per 
registered 
vehicle, the U.S. 
has dropped from $158 in 
1965 to $95 today. 
“ Assuming no changes in 
taxes, w e’ll drop to $58 dol­ 
lars per registered vehicle in 
1985,” during a period when 
highway travel will be increas­ 
ing, says K oltnow . “ Projec­ 
tions of this kind raise the 
specter of the Penn Central 
in the minds o f every alert 
highway official.” 
The answer lies in better 
management o f the highway 
dollar, 
prompt 
action 
on 
needed im provem ents, and re­ 
storing 
highway 
transporta­ 
tion to a dom estic priority 
am ong all governm ent levels, 
according to K oltnow . 
The problems o f the people 
in Vulcan, West Virginia, are 
not unique. There are more 
than 40,000 critically defi­ 
cient bridges on federal-aid 
highways alone in this coun­ 
try, and more than tw o million 
m iles 
of 
“ problem ” 
rural 
roads. Human problem s, not 
bureaucratic problem s. 
Those who drive on bad 
roads understand the old saw 
that you pay for good roads 
whether you have them or not. 
But you pay m ore if you 
d o n ’t have them.

This past y e a r a new type of com m unication has sw ept the 
country. Citizen band radios are not new but they w ere never 
popular until recently. 
According to the Federal C om m unication, it took 16 years to 
issue the first m illion licenses, then when the idea caught on 
with m otorists, the second million licenses w ere issued in eight 
months and the third in 3*/2 m onths. 


Truckers, b u siness and professional people were the first to 
find their tru e value for com m unication. During the gasoline 
shortage sev eral years ago, truckers depended on their CBS to 
locate filling statio n s that had available gasoline. Now however, 
there are m any m any channels. Channel 9 is still reserved for 
emergency call. M otorists are advised to avoid channels 8 and 
IO which flank em ergency 9. Other channels are used for gossip, 
for inform ation, and for general socializing. This winter these 
channels have helped in identifying road routes that have been 
cleared of snow. 


The t-v series “ Movin-on” gave CB’s a boost as did the record 
of “ Rubber D u ck .” To move in the right circle, however, you 
have know the lingo. Everybody is supposed to have a “ handle.” 
Betty Ford took the nam e of “F irst M am a.” Y our CB enables 
you to talk or listen w ith in a general range of 5 to 15 m iles. 
Books have been w ritten about the colorful expressions used. 
CB conversation is like huge talk show ...or a telephone party 
line It is a w alkie talkie gone com m ercial. There is no iden­ 
tification on the conversations..only your handle..or your Fee 
license when you talk There are now, Ibelieve, 23 channels. If 
you are to be a ccep ted you have to know the language. 


“Come on” m eans your turn to talk. A “double nickel” is 55 
miles an hour. “ M ayday” is the em ergency “ help m e.” “ B ack” 
means over to you. “ Adios" is sign off. 
The “ b ears” , of course, are the police. In most cases, “be” is 
used as the v erb for “am ” or “a re ” . Thus the words go out, 
“There be b ears in them bushes” . If “ bears be crawling” , the 
police are patroling on both sides of the highway. “Back door 
closed" m eans th at police are trailing. A “baby bear” is a 
rookie policem an. 
Other phrases a re “ breeze it” or forget it, “Bring it back” 
means answ er the question. “ Your telephone is ringing means 
someone else is attem pting to contact you on another CB 
channel. 


“ Chew and choke” is a restaurant, “cool coffee” is beer, 
“drop the h a m m e r” is accelerate, and “eye in the sky” is a 
helicopter. A “ m ixing bowl” is a cloverleaf intersection. “Willy 
W eavers" a re d runk drivers, a “ reefer” is a refrigerator truck 
or trailer. 
A “good buddy” is anyone who has a CB and is using it but 
who either has no handle or one th at you do not know. “Legal 
Beagle” is a C B ’er who adheres to correct procedure. 


“Rip off” is to steal “ Roller skate is a sm all subcompact car 
and a pregnant ro ller skate” is a VW beatle. “Riding shotgun” 
means riding in the passenger seat...and this is usually the 
trucker’s p a rtn e r. “ Tailgate” is to follow too closely. “Ten- 
four” is yeas and “ cut loose” is to stop talking or sign off. “Ten- 
ten also m eans stand-by or you are signing off. “Tennis shoes” 
are truck tires; a “ blown dougnut” is a flat tire, and “birdy 
back" is hauling freight to and from a cargo terminal. 
Naturally the 18 wheelers trucks are the king of the road. 
T hese drivers originated m ost of the colorful expressions. To 
be really good an d accepted you should talk with an Oklahoma- 
southern accent. W hy? That is anyone’s guess. 


There have been several books w ritten on rules and 
regulations for the CB’ers. You can even order from a Con­ 
sum er Inform ation Center in Pueblo Colorado. However, the 
language and ru les change from tim e to time. 


The one big com plaint m ade by the CB’ers is in regard to 
"garbage th ro w e rs” or those that use obscenities on the air. 
Sometimes the CB is used by housewives inviting truck drivers 
over for coffee...or possibly a CB’e r gets drunk and starts 
talking over the a ir. Indianapolis did something positive about 
this. 


During an ice sto rm in Indianapolis, a CB’er used offensive 
language in a long ram bling broadcast. The broadcast was tape 
recorded and tu rn ed over to the FCC which took action. The 
case was brought to court and there was a tim e when the out­ 
come was in doubt but the jury decided that the defendant made 
these obsecene com m ents over the public airways where other 
CB’ers w ere an unw illing audience. Thus, he was guilty. 


Theft has been a hazard to owning so it is important to record 
the serial of your CB with the local police. They do provide 
safety in driving B e that as it m ay, C B ’ers love their equipment 
and will be using the airw aves for long tim e to come.

a value at the time the contribution is 
made or they will issue an open ended 
receipt for the donation. 
A word of caution is in order on de­ 
ductions for things like charity balls, 
fund raising banquets, and the like. If 
part of the donation is for entertainment, 
special privileges, or benefits— that part 
is not deductible. For instance, you pay 
$20 for a ticket to attend a concert at a 
local high school The concert is a school 
project to raise money for a community 
charity. The cost of the musical enter­ 
tainment is $5 and it is included in the 
$20 ticket price. You must remember to 
subtract that $5 from the amount of 
your deduction 
Your contribution to 
charity in this case would be $15 ($20 
minus the $5 entertainment charge). 
Some kinds of contributions can get 
rather involved, such as gifts of appre­ 
ciated property which may require you to 
reduce the fair market value by all or a 
portion of the appreciation when figuring 
your deduction. And the amount of that 
reduction depends on whether the prop­ 
erty is ordinary income property or cap­ 
ital gain property. 
In this connection, if you have con­ 
tributions beyond the usual few dollars 
in the collection plate at church each 
week, used household items, and cloth­ 
ing. or small cash contributions to quali­ 
fied organizations, do yourself a favor 
and get a copy of the free IRS Publica­ 
tion 526, “ Income Tax Deductions for 
Contributions,” from your local IRS of­ 
fice. 
Remember, too, that you must keep 
good records and receipts to verify your 
deductions. Cancelled checks can fill the 
bill here. For contributions of property 
other than money, you must attach a 
statement to your tax return explaining 
the kind of property contributed, the 
cost, the fair 
market value and the 
method you used to determine that value 
at the time of the contribution, and 
whether or not the contribution was re 
duced by any appreciation in value

When som eone a sk s about the 
efficiency of so la r energy, Wolfe 
notes, they don’t want to know 
how much of the heat available 
is delivered to the home, which 
is a definition of first law e f­ 
ficiency. N either do they want to 
know how m uch work an a p ­ 
pliance can d eliver per unit of 
energy expended (second law 
efficiency.) 
Wolfe ad d s that most people 
don't care how m uch energy is 
lost between 
acquisition 
and 
delivery of the energy (third law 
efficiency.) 


What m ost people want to 
know is how m uch they will get 
for what they spen d,” Wolfe 
say s, 
“ so 
w e’ve 
invented

fourth law efficiency, or net 
energy efficien cy .” 
He explains so la r heating a s 
follows. 


By “ fir st law e ffic ie n c y ” 
stan dards, so la r collectors are 
very inefficient. Only 2 or 3 
percent of the energy delivered 
by the sun even reaches the 
earth, much le ss is put to work. 
By 
“ second 
law 
efficiency” 
stan dards, so la r collectors are 
highly efficient. They deliver 
200 to 300 percent of the energy 
ex pen d ed 
in 
bu ild in g 
and 
operating 
them . 
By 
“ fourth 


law ” or “ net en ergy” 
sta n ­ 
d ard s, they replace hundreds of 
tim es the money expended on 
them 
during 
their operating 
lifetim e. Ju st how m uch they 
“ sa v e ” depends on where they 
are geographically, when and 
how they are built, how big they 
are, and what they’re doing, a s 
well a s the cost of the energy 
that would try to do the job if the 
solar equipment were not doing 
it. 
“ I 
b eliev e 
the 
m isu n ­ 
derstanding is caused by in­ 
nocent people who really have 
been led down the prim rose path 
by appliance salesm en ,” Wolfe 
sa y s. “ D ealers often say that an 
electric furnace or hot w ater 
h eater is sixty to eighty per cent 
efficient. Even if this w ere true, 
we 
m u st 
rem em b e r 
so m e 
painful 
facts, 
especially 
the 
price of fossil fuels. Alm ost 
eighty per cent of the fuels being 
used by electric power plants on 
the 
E ast 
Coast 
is 
im ported 
residual fuel oil. E very dollar 
we spend on im ported oil is a 
dollar stolen from a person who 
needs a job, because that dollar 
leaves the country and cannot 
provide the loans to build houses 
and factories in this country.” 
An electric power plant, Wolfe 
explain s, can seldom convert 
m ore than 35 percent of the heat 
availab le at the power plant into 
e le c tr ic ity d eliv ered to the 
transm ission lines. The utility 
c o m p a n ie s 
lose an o th e r 
15 
percent getting the power to 
their cu stom ers' m eters. 
“ No electrical appliance is 
m ore than twenty per cent e f­ 
f ic ie n t,” W olfe s ta t e s , 
“ no 
m atter how good it is. And it 
w recks our economy to bo ot." 
A nation w ide p ro g ra m to 
com bat electronic interference 
created by CB radio operations 
h as been announced by Howard 
I).

An appeal to President C arter 
to start a unique system of solar 
pow er stations in sp ace to m eet 
the w orld’s long-range energy 
needs has been m ade by D r- 
Isa a c Asim ov, one of the w orld’s 
forem ost sp ace theorists. 
A sim ov’s plan encom passes 
“ stepsb y which we m ay safely 
take what I believe to be the 
only road that will lead to the 
salvation of civilization." In an 
open letter to the P resident, 
p u b lish e d 
in 
the 
F e b ru a r y 
Science D igest, Asimov points 
out 
that application of solar 
nergy on earth is inefficient 
becau se of nights, clouds, and 
overall filtering of sunlgiht. 
He proposes “ several solar 
pow er stations placed in sy n ­ 
chronous orbit about the earth , 
som e 22,000 m iles above the 
s u r fa c e ..re ce iv in g 
the 
full 
ran ge of the sun’s energy, un­ 
blocked by atm osphere or a t­ 
m ospheric phenonm ena. ’ ’ 
The stations would "convert

picked up and used with much 
gre ater efficiency than sunlight 
itself 
can 
be, 
so 
that 
the

“ CBA is working hand in hand 
with m ajor su ppliers of CB 
radio equipm ent to set up and 
fund these initial pilot team s,” 
notes Director Wolfe. “ We hope 
that by providing the equip­ 
m ent, the training, and national 
co o rd in atio n of the p ro ject 
through CBA, we can encourage 
other county groups to form 
their own CBIC team s to work 
on 
so lv in g 
in te rfe re n ce 
problem s in their a r e a s .” 


One of the first trends noted 
by the CBA p rogram is that a 
very high percentage, perhaps 
a s great a s 80 percent, of all 
interference situation s is caused 
not by anything the CB radio 
operator is doing, but rather by 
poorly designed television and 
radio receiv ers 
used by the 
gen eral public. “ We realize this 


sounds like C B ’ers are trying to

“ but those are the fa c ts.” Until 
the m anufacturers of television

Ju d iciary C om m ittee that if I 
can get enough .support on the 


com m ittee my bill to correct 
this m ost serious im pedim ent to 
ju stice will be heard. It is my 
understanding that the norm al 
procedure is to hold a hearing 
and then vote on the bill rath er 
than the other way around. This 
requirem ent has not been im ­ 
posed on any other bill of m ine 
including three others 
which

“ I f s obvious that a s long a s 
only a handful of m em b ers of 
legislatu re is concerned, there 
will be no hearing. Only if the 
citizens of Indiana dem on strate 
their support for Senate Bill 214 
will we be able to stop accu sed 
crim in als from picking 
their 
own ju d ges. After all, “ M ahern 
concluded, “ Ju stice is su pposed 
to be blind, not hobbled."
